Ban Diego, Cal., July 12.—[Special.}]—Lost 
in the desert between the little towns of 
Mecca and Brewiey, Cal. Chaffee Grant and 
his younger brother, U. 8. Grant IV. 
tramped for three days on the verge of death. 
They were rescued by pure chance and the 
aid of an old desert Indian, known in the 
distriét as Piute Jake. 

At one time during the awful period Chaf- 
fee was so far gone with thirst, hunger, and 
‘exhaustion that his brother, himself dazed 
and almost crazed by his experience, fought 
with the Indian in an effort to shoot the help- 
lesa man and to “ put him out of his mis 
ey.” 

The experience began Tuesday of this week. 
The men were carried into Brawley yester~ 
day afternoon and word wes sent te Mra. 
Chaffee Grant this afternoon or a8 socom as 
Chaffee was out of danger. 


Auto Balks in Desert. 

Last Tuesday Chaffee and U. 8. Grant left 
Los Angeles over what is known as the 
‘‘ hundred thousand dollar turnpike,” leading 
across the desert to Brawley. When they 
passed the little town of Paim Springs they 
noticed that their engine was beginning to 
give trouble. It held up for some time, how- 
ever, and they passed Mecca still going fast. 
About midway between Mecca and Braw- 
ley, seventy-five or eighty miles away from 
the nearest help, the engine went dead. For 
hours the brothers worked over the balky 
motor. Then their supply of drinking water 
run out and they were forced to drink the 
water ip the rediaver of thelr machine, thus 
puttting it hopelessiy out of commission. 
Vihen this water was gone the brothers 
cast about for some pian to get them to civ- 
ilization.

Upon his arrival in Providence Mulhall had 
an interview with Aldrich, who requested 
Mulhall to put him in touch with the labor 
leaders around Providence. 


Resigns From Labor Unions, 

At this point Mulhall explained that in 1903 

he took a paid up card from the labor unions 
and resigned, and when he went with Cush- 
ing had no further connection with these or- 
ganizations. : However, he had many friends 
who were members and with whom he 
worked up till 1912. He claimed it was well 
known in 1904 and subsequentiy by the la- 
‘boring men that he was Cotementee with the 
N. A. M. 
The Allied Building Trades of Philadelphia 
attacked Congressman [now Senator] 
Hughes in 1904 and beat him for reélection. 
Harry C. Kurten, secretary of this organi- 
gation, was one of the workers, Mulhall 
swore, ““ we had there.”” Mulhall was in New 
Jersey, having been sent to that state by 
the N. A. M. 

Senator Reed—Did Mr. Cushing ever say to 
you why he wanted Hughes defeated? 

Mr. Mulhall—Yes. On account of his be- 
ing, as it was claimed, an old union’ man, 
holding a union card and being affiliated 
with the American Federation of Labor and 
their advocate in congress, and on atcount of 
his activity on the floor for labor measures 
and with the labor union leaders here in 
Washington. Mulhall opposed Hughes se- 
cretly among the labor people. 


Men Lose Jobs. 

After the Republican national convention 
in 1904 six eight of the Workingmen’ . 
Protective tion membérs were re- 
moved from me they held on account of 
their opposition to Senator McComas. A let- 
ter which Mulhall Lt was from Cushing 
told him: . 
~ Don't let the boya weaken. If we can't 
take care of them as quick as some of the 
others, we oan perhaps do it better than 
anybody else—or is lkely to—when we get 
around to it.”

Spent for “Legitimate’’ Work. 

Senator Reed—Subsequently you say you 
bribed these men to vote against Hughes? 

Mr. Mulhall—I do not know that you would 
call it bribery. I hired them by the week on 
a weekly salary. 

Senator Cummins—Did you know that they 
were going to pay the money that you gave 
them to somebody else for voting egainst 
Hughes? | 

Mr. Mulhall—I understood it was to get 
workers to take an active part in the cam- 
paign to beat Hughes. It was spent, asI un- 
derstood, for legitimate work. 

From New Jersey Mulhall, at the instance 
of Cushing, according to an unsigned letter, 
went to Philadelphia, where, he said, the 
N. A. M. was seeking to control the Central 
Labor union of that city. 

Digressing a moment, Mulhall! said the 
Democratic machine in Baltimore was a little 
worse at times than the Republican machine. 


Aldrich Won; Hughes Beaten. 

After the November election Ridge tele- 
graphed Muthall from Providence that Ald- 
rich had won, and Ryan wired that Hughes 
was beaten. Ryan, who, as aiready 
stated, was a labor man, received $46 per 
week first from Mulhall, and subsequently 
$65 per week. Ryan was employed to do 
work for the association all over the country. 

Senator Reed—By the way, did this Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers go into general poll- 
tics, and generally support the Republican 
party, or did it select districts where there 
were particular men it desired to defeat or 
elect? 

Mr. Mulhall—It was always known as sup- 
porting the Republican organization and pun- 
ishing a very few enemies in the ofganiza- 
tion. I mean making a special effort in the 
Republican organization to beat people at the 
primaries on account of their record In con- 
gress on labor measures. 


Singled Out Men for~ Defeat. 
‘Benator Reed—Did they single out districts 
with reference to the activities and useful- 
ness of one candidate and the activitfles and 
dangers of another candidate?

Mulhall explained the association would 
act ae quickly against Democrats as Repnb- 
licans favoring labor measures.

“Although the chairman of the jadiciary 
committee, Mr. John J. Jenkins, is offering us 
a substitute bill, we take no stock in it, and 
there will be nothing doing In the way of labor 
legislation at this session.’’

Begin Fight on Littlefield, 

A letter was produced written to Charles 
BE. Wade by Charles Harriman, the former an 
Ohio labor leader and the latter holding a 
commission from the American Federation 
of Labor. | 

According to Mulhall, Harriman was in the 
employ of the managers of the campaign of 
Congressman Charlies E. Littlefield of Maine, 
whose anti-labor attitude was responsible 
yor the fight made upon him by the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. Mulhall was as- 
signed to this campaign also by Cushing and 
Harriman was directed to work under him. 

A letter from Cushing dated June 9, 1905, 
instructed Mulhall to stay out of the fight in 
connection with the election of: officers of 
the Central Labor union of Baltimore, and 
indicating that he wanted Mulhall to get inte 
business, so he wouldn’t care “ whether 
school keeps or not politically.” 


Brings Gary Into Case. 


Then Senator Reed read an unsigned letter 
to Mulhall dated June 16, 1905, inclosing a 
copy of a letter to former Postmaster Gen- 
eral Gary. Cushing warned Mulhall never 
to betray that he had written to Gary. 

“He ought to be good to you and will,” he 
said, “ but of course you must not overplay 
your hand.”’ 

At this time Mulhall wae trying to get out 
of politics and Cushing was supplying him 
with letters. 

** We had done so well in Maryland with 
the assistance of those people that they made 
huge. promises,"" Mulhall observed, “and I 
took that letter as a system Mr. Cushing had 
of keeping people on the ragged edge under 
promises.”’

PARIS, July 12.—The heavy French budget 
deficit, which will certainly lead to the float- 
ing of a big loan in the near future, is held 
to be significant of the present state of the 
money market and is arousing grave dis- 
quiet among financial experts. 

The world, it is declared, has been borrow- 
ing and borrowing as if it had unlimited re- 
sources, and now France for one must soon 
have recourse to the $200,000,000 loan now 
being considered by parliament, as well as 
a special war loan of $400,000,000, which will 
burden succeeding budgets with a perpetual 
interest item of $14,000,000, in addition to” 
ever $200,000,000 to the taxes to make both 
ends meet in the future. 

The debit bdlance this year between re 
ceipts and paymynts is estimated at no less 
than $154,000,000 which may possibly before 
the end of the year be reduced to $100,900,000.

The chief items which go to make this defi- 
cit are the upkeep of about 80,000 men in 
Morocco, the supplementary credits to in- 
crease the efficiency of various departments, 
the cost of maintaining extra recruite under 
the flag in accordance with the “ three years’ 
law,'Pand the carrying out of thé naval 
budget.

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BRYAN PEAGE PLAN COMPLETE 


Final Proposal Calls for Status 
Quo During Hearing. 


TWENTY NATIONS ACCEPT. 


Disputants. Would Not Augment De- 
fenses Pending Arbitration. 


Washington. D. C.,July 12.—A proposal to 
maintain the status quo as to military and 
navy preparations among disputants during 
the period of investigation of international 
differences, constitutes the third and final 
proposal in Secretary Bryan's peace plan. 
In making that portion of the proposal pub- 
lic today Secretary Bryan said that the 
obligation to maintain the status quo would 
not be obligatory in the event of danger to 
either of the two contracting parties from a 
third party. 

Proposal Accepted by Nations. 
The proposal which he submitted to the 
twenty nations, which have accepted his 
pian in principle, as wel las the other nine- 
teen nations not yet heard from, is as fol- 
lows: 

This government is prepared to con- 
sider the question of maintaining the 
status quo as to military and naval 

preparations during the period of in- 
vestigation, if the contracting nation de- 
sires to include this, and this government 
suggests tentatively that the parties 
agree that there shall be no change in the 
military and naval program during the 
period of investigation unless danger to 
one of the contracting parties from a 
third party compels a change in said pro- 
gram, in which case the party feeling 
itself menaced by a third power, shall 
confidentially communicate the matter in 
‘writing to the other tracting party, 
and it shall thereupon be released from 
the obligation not to change its military 
or naval program, and this release will 
at same time operate as a release of 
the other contracting parties. This pro- 
tects each party from the other in ordi- 
mary cases, and yet provides freedom of 
action in emergencies. 


Arbitration Commission Fixed. 
The proposals. previously announced pro- 
vide for an international commission of five 
members, one from each of the contracting 
countries to be chosen by the government, 
one to'be chosen by: each of the contracting 
countries:from some otKer country, and the 
fifth to be agreed upon by the two contract- 
ing governments. One year is suggested as 
a proper time for the investigation of the 
subject under dispute. 

“ All of these suggestions,” said Secretary 
Bryan in discussing his plan today, “ are pre- 
sented for consideration, and not with the 
intention of, imposing any fixed conditions. 
The principle of the investigation being ac- 
cepted, the details are matters for confer- 
ence an @eoneideration.”’ 

The twenty nations which have accepted 
the principle of the peace proposal are: 
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The peace plan, as originally enunciated by. 
President Wilson, was as follows: 

“The parties hereto agree that all ques- 
tions of whatever character and nature in 
dispute between them, shall, when diplo- 
matic efforts fail, be submitted for investi- 
gation and report to an international com- 
mission (the composition to be agreed upon) 
and the contracting parties agree not to 
declare war or begin hostilities until such 
investigation is made and report submitted.

When I say the big play of tomorrow will 
depict real, everyday life I will not attempt 
to pick the plot, foretell the theme, or say 
what particular phase of life it will reveal to 
us; but I imagine it will concern the ques-. 
tion of séx and revolye about thé greatest, 
but most mysterious and least understood of 
all human emotions—love—and deal direct- 
ly with a more complete understanding be- 
tween man and woman. 

And thé playwright who finally does give 
us such @ great play will handle his theme, 
whether it be that of love—the sex problem— 
or some other, im an absolutely frank and 
candid manner, for the people of today are 
rapidly coming to squarely face their prob- 
lems of life rather than to know they exist 
but possess too much false modesty and lack 
of courage to uncover and’ solve them. 

~~ 

The great trouble with a vast majority of 
the people of the present day is they are con- 
stantly striving to make every one else be- 
lieve they are something they are not and 
never will be—they spend all. too much of 
their time “ kidding themselves,” to drop 
into slang—but as the world becomes edu- 
eated, and it rapidly is, this tendency is fast 
disappearing. 

There are thousands of vital problems in 

this world and in our everyday life that are 
etill uwneolved—many that none have even 
seriously considered, and it seems to me that 
it remains for the stage in the near future to 
bring about a finer understanding and a 
keener knowledge of the human emotions— 
as they really exist, by placing real life, 
minus theatrical frille and fancies, upon the 
stage in such a frank but convincing and 
interesting manner that {it will cause the 
populace to take a little mental exercise that 
ie bound to result in benefiting present day 
humanity and bettering the future genera- 
tion. 
I myself have conceived a play dwelling 
“ebout a phase of modern sabe tem et amg 
sex question, which I shall call ” Wom- 
an of Tomorrow,” @ title which implies all 
that I have-set forth above. 

I do not claim to be able to accurately 
gauge the. public taste of fhe future. I only 
try to carefully watch my public, keep pace 
with the times, stay close to earth; and base 
my fudgment accordingly. 

While I hold forth no hope that I may be 
fucky enough to hit upon the theme and suc- 
wessfully convey to the public the thought 
that will form the great play of tomorrow, I 
Go hope to be the manager who succeeds in 
dnding and producing such a play.

(Chicago, was quoted recently in the 

Evening Post as saying he couldn't 
do amything in college architecture for a cli- 
ent who should object to both Greek and 
Gothic. 

This is doubtless true. This firm is com- 
mitted to the adaptation of historic styles to 
modern uses. In the University of Chicago 
their work has gone far enough to prove 
their good taste and cleverness, a combina- 
tion almost amounting’ to originelity and 
productive of fine effects. The Harper li- 
brdry with its two sturdy low towers and the 
grouping of buildings around it are perhaps 
the best detail of their plan as yet erected; 
this is no mere copy or dry adaptation, but a 
spirited and beautiful plece of work. The 
Mitchell tower, while less individualized, less 
endowed with e mind and eoul of its own, 
more obviously a derivation from the inimi- 
table Magdalen at Oxford, is yet an &dmira- 
ble feature of the plan. 

‘ Here the motive is English Gothic, which 
has been tried and found true to scholastic 
purposes since Chaucer's lean and learned 
clerk pored over his twenty books at Oxen- 
ford. The new Columbia university build- 
ings are classic, and the Columbia library, 
designed by McKim, Mead & White, is a 
beautiful modern adaptation of the Greco- 
Roman type, only a degree less perfect in its 
proportions, less gracious in its monumental 
effects, than the present Field museum, 
which so soon—alas!—will be only a memory, 

The buildings now erecting in the wonder- 
ful Berkeley campus are also classic, though 
the Spanish hint offered by the old missions, 
and follawed so widely and effectively 
throughout the southwest, would! seem more 
appropriate for the University of California. 
Harvard is a mixture, varying from plain red 
brick, austerely colonial, to monumental 
classic, with funny old Memorial hall to show 
the worst that midvictorian architects could 
do to defame the heroism of those gallant 
students who ditd in the war. 

And soon. With the exception of Stanford 
university, which is a charming modern 
essay in the Romanesque, of more or less 
Richardsonian inspiration, most of our untl- 
versity buildings of the last twentyyears are 
either “Greek or Gothic.” And as a rule 
they are designed with simplicity and good 
taste, even if rarely wie fresh inspiration, 


However, the nition arises, how far do 
these Greek or Gothic buildings express the 
modern American ideals? Are they intt- 
mately and profoundly ours, a natural growth 
of our soil and frames of our life? Do we 
even succeed in adopting these motives and 
making them ours as graciously as did the 
colonial architects of Dartmouth college or 
the University of Virginia? In the campus 
of these two colleges one feels an American 
tradition; the old buildings express the echo- 
lastic ideale of our forefathers of Puritan 
New England and cavalier Virginia. ideals

to us. If John Root had lived, the creator 
of the Monadnock might have found some- 
thing as new and proud and beautiful to 
say in scholastic architecture. If the trus- 
tees of the University of Chicago had been 
adventurous enough to trust Louis Sullivan 
with their project, it is certain that he would 
have given them heither Greek nor Gothic, 
and quite possible-that his gift would have 
been something which tourists of the far 
future would visit as eagerly as we visit 
Oxford. 

Still more radical would be the college 
board who should entrust their campus to 
Frank Lioyd Wright. The result might not 
be at once recognizable as an expression of 
our age and people, but at least it would 
represent a strong individual, one with an 
original system of design, which has caused 
certain foreign critics to salute him as one 
of the three or four greatest living archi- 
tects. And there is Walter Burley Griffin, a 
brilliant young Chicago architevt, who has 
planned the new capitol of Australia—what 
have we done to show as much confidence in 
this original designer of neither Greek nor 
Gothic? 


—o- 

The point is that the people have got to 
want original and expressive art before they 
can get it, and they have got to stand behind 
their most original and expressive man be- 
fore he can give it to them. This is true of 
all the arts, but especially of architecture, 
for no architect, however gifted,.can build 
without orders. Asa people we are too tim- 
orous and colonial in matters of taste. We 
are afraid of new forms and suspicious of 
native genius. Even when confronted with 
such a wholly mipdern problem as a sky- 
scraper or a raiway station we fall back 
upon Greek or Gothic colonnades and orna- 
ments. 

In scholastic architecture the old forms 
are consecrated by long precedent. Even.if 
they do not exactly translate into stone mod- 
ern American educational ideals, they invoke 
romantically the old enthusiasm for learn- 
ing. But in commercial architecture these 
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forms are not only inexpresstve and out of 
place but they are a mere artificial veneer, 
neither structural nor in any true sense 
ornamental. Such a railway station as the 
Pennsylvania in New York, with imposing 
but useless and inexpressive colonnades, is 
not only a confession of weakness but an 
architectural lie, in that it tries to make a 
modern railway station look like a kind of 
toman basilica. It is to be hoped that Chi- 
cago architects may not repeat this error 
when the great new terminal stations are 
built. 

In solving this problem of raflway termi- 
nals Chicago is deciding her destiny. Wheth- 
er she will be a great city, planned on large 
lines, or an overgrown Village, cramped by 
village limitations, depends largely on this 
deci8ipn. It is to be hoped that the commit- 
tees and experts will be men of imagination 
large enough to foresee the future and grasp 
the city’s opportunities. They should real- 
ize that in this matter use and beauty are 
absolutely synonymous. Each in the highest 
sense implies the other. The most complete, 
comprehensive, adequate, all around plan, 
the plan most simply and directly expressive 
of the problem, will necessarily be the most 
beautiful one, and only through beauty can 
the highest usefulness be achieved,

An exhibition. of renaissance tapestries of 
rare quality is being held in-the galleries of 
William Baumgarten & Co., 616 South Michi- 
gan avenue, in charge of George Leland 
Hunter, formerly of Chicago, author of a 
standard book on tapestries. Several su- 
perb examples of French-Flemish sixteenth 
century workmanshfp are shown, besides a 
number of the seventeenth. Also, there are 
modern examples from the Williamsbridge 
looms of this firm, founded nearly twenty 
years ago. 

The finest piece is probably the stxteenth 
centuny design, “Diana Hunting,” which 
measures over sleven feet by seventeen. 
This shows eix or eight draped figures in a 
forest, surrounded by a rich border of 
vignettes and arabeeques. The design is

strictly conventionalized to « rather close 
decorative pattern in blues, greens, and yel- 
jows, the whole being beautifully golden in 
tone. Chicago has seldom been petvileged 
to see so fine an example of this period and 
style. A smaller example, the “ Gardens 
Scene with Boat,” is just ae good, with a 
wider range of decorative pattern and color 
and the same beautiful tone. 

The renaissance tapestry “ Warridra,” ot 
1540, about eight by eleven feet, ie another 
extraordinary piece; thie also is singubacly 
golden, and the design is a beautiful inter~ 
lacing of figurea, follage, etc. Quite unusual 
is @ smaller sixteenth century pane! in whicly 
the pastoral design—a girl with animalsina 
wood—is more realistic tham usual at thie 
period, and the prevailing color is a luminous 
pale yellow. All these sixteenth century 
tapestries are in admirable condition, ené 
they form together a most important Hius- 
tration of thie period of Flemish work. 

The seventeenth century examples include 
a set of four “ Goddesses of Abundance,” by 
L.. Van Schoor, and several less important 
pieces. The modern examples from the Wil- 
liamsbridge looms are excelient in works 
manship and color. Usually they ere repro- 
ductions or adaptations of olf designs, but 
occasionally more modern motives are fol- 
lowed. One rose colored panzel with « 
Boucher vignette and garlands is eapecially 
beautiful ; ' 

The enthusiasm for this beautiful textile ” 
art is growing rapidly in this country. The 
establishment of the Baumgarten looms im 
the 00s, and of the Herter looms early in 
this century, shows the extent of the demand 
for not only antique but modern specimens. 
Probably the best modern tapestries are now 
produced in America, and the prospects for 
the art here would seem to be good. Our de- 
signers should be more daring, however, fs 
giving up reproductive for creative art, Moéd- 
ern motives are no leas suggestive for this 
decorative purpose than the old. Whe will 
translate the Panama canal or a series of 
modern inventions into conventionalized pat- 
terns for tapestry?

Apropos of this it is not out of place to call 
attention to the excellent work done in the 
line of preserving Chicago landmarks and 
stimulating local interest in local: history 
by Miss Caroline McIiveine. Her work in 
the shade of the Historical society is of in- 
caloulable value to her fellow citizens. Now 
i@ the.time to crystallize and perpetuate the 
memory of Chicago’s wonderful past before 
the tremendous flood of the present and 
future shall have swept away all trace of it. 

Mise Meclivaine’s interest extends beyond 
Chicago, however. It is largely through her 
efforts that the Dlinois legislature passed a 
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bill devoting $4,000 to the prerervation: of 
the ruins of the historic old Fort du Chartres 
near Cahokia, 1. 

This ancient stronghold played an imiber- 
tant part in the earliest days of the white 
man’s occupation of Lilinols, when it was an 
outpost of civilization and a defense against 
the Indians, who were a continual menace 
to the trappers and pioneers of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. The pow- 
der house and some jagged walls of the oid 
fort remain and are well worth preserving.

Many of the women 
of Canton consider that the $90,000 colledted 
from the saloons for licenses and the amount 
of the taxes should be sufficient to cover the 
expenses of running the city. Before thé 
election one of the papers explained that the 


: $1,500 was needed to pay off part of the old 


‘debt on which 6 per cent interest is now being 
paid.

“ The treasurer's books are not open to the 
public, so that’the exact amount of the debt 
is not known.

“In order that a city may be run to the best 
advantage and with the least expense, I 
think there should be a good proportion of 
women in the council.

But it is equally absurd to 
have the council composed entirely of men. 

“Tt is not because men and women are so 


much alike that both should be represented, | 


but because they are so essentially different. 
Men usually take a collective view of a prob- 
lem, while women frequently consider it from 
the personal side. A man thinks nothing of 
paying $100 more or less for some item, while 
a woman will hesitate if it costs $10 more 
than she has expected. Men are undoubtedly 
inclined to be too broad in their expenditures, 
the women, perhaps, a little too close. Con- 
sequently, a happy medium may be attained 
by their working together. 7

notwithstanding all of the present day rant- 
ing to the contrary. And shewill be as care- 
ful in expending the city’s money as she has 
been in spending the household alligwance. 

“ Women should not rush into office; it may 
be two years or four or six before they will 
be prepared to administer civic affairs intel- 
ligently.

“ Bob’ Burman’s ABT EN performance 
in the 200 mile road race at Tacoma Satur- 
day, July 5, is the talk of motordom. Bur- 
man driving his Keeton car ditched himself 
at Tacoma in a brush with his most dan- 
gerous rival, Teddy Tetzlaff, and the acci- 
dent resulted in putting one cylinder out of 
commission. Burman was not discouraged, 
but immediately detached the wires to the 
spark plugs on the broken cylinder, placing 
it out of commission and with but three cyl- 
inders working continued the race for sev- 
enty-two miles at faster than sixty miles 
an hour and ran second. 

As far as is known, no such feat has ever 
been witnessed in any other road race. Bur- 
man made lap after lap of the three and one- 
half mile course in better than three min- 
utes after his accident and Tetzlaff was 
forced out of the race in the same lap in 
which Bu took the ditch. The De- 
troiter and his Keeton finished triumphant- 
ly in second position after a battle with 
Earl Cooper in his Stutz car. 

Burman was so sure of winning the race 
with the Keeton that he wired the Keeton 
company late in June to ship the car at his 
éckpense both ways and the firm did so, 
sending it by express. In his training work 
Burman burned up the course, and at the 
time of the accident with Tetzlaff had the 
race well in hand.

Walk Lacking in Grace. 

The woman of today does not walk with the free and 
graceful stride of those Italian water bearers who were 
sculptured in stone, as personifying grace itself. High 
heels, restrictive corsage, streets of stone, and ready 
conveyance have greatly changed this walk. 

It is true that development of the body today its “ oné 
sided,” and if the cause is traced it will be found not 
leading to oné source, but to many.

“But what must I observe so that I will not be tn- 
jured by the pitfalls of modernity?” asks one woman. 

A thousand things, is the answer; but do not set—out 
to meet them.

Your common sense, kept in the habit of alertness, 
will be that sentinel, and you do not have to combat 
the thousand things at once. 

To be symmetrically formed the height of your head 
should be just four times the length of your nose. This 
is a little hard on pug and turned up noses. But if you 
do not possess the Venus proportions you should con- 
sider yourself fortunate in living at a time when defects 
of physique are remedied by natural and wholesome 
methods. | 


Your height should be eight times the length of your 


head, the head measurement being reckoned from the 
point of the chin to the top of the head. 


Also, to be in perfect proportion, the height of your * 


body should be exactly the Same as the distance from 
right finger tip to left finger tip of the widely extended 
arms. .

: All Have Some Good Points. 

A few of the bad points that destroy symmetrical 
proportions are heavy, thick bones, fiat chests, angular 
Mmbs, round and bony @Houlders, curved thick collar- 
bones, poor muscles, sharp or double chin, protruding 
stomach, large hips, flat backs, and pointed elbows. 

‘Few of us are without one or more of the many bad 
points. On the other hand there is no one of us who 
cannot justly lay claim to a few good points. There 
may be a few particulars in our makeup that we cannot 
mend, such as thick bones, an augular skull, or small

eye sockets. But there are so many important particu- 
lars, such as complexion, figure, hair, teeth, etc. in 
which we may improve ourselves that thereis no reason 
for discouragement. A woman may be remarkably beau- 
tiful and attractive without conforming to every de- 
mand of the artist's beauty standard, 

Parents can aid their children wonderfully in devel- 
oping bodily symmetry if they will only see that the 
little ones have light, air, the right amount of exercisé, 
a supply of nourishing food—all of which are absolute- 
ly necessary to promote a proper growth, 

After you have reached adult Hfe you cannot add to 
your stature. *But the fat and muscle which give form 
and grace to the human frame can be increased and re- 
duced by diet, massage, and exercise, and the different 
parts of the body brought into pleasing symmetry. 

If you are flat chested a useful exercise for filling the 
tops of the lungs with air is shoulder raising. If the 
shoulders are even they should be raised together with 
energy as high as possible, then lowered gently in order 
not to jar the head. If the shoulders are uneven prac- 
tice raising the lower one till both are on a level.

How to Keep Even Shoulders. 


Dressmakers complain that most girls have uneven 
shoulders, especially those who sit at a desk many hours 
of the day. When you discover that one of your shoule- 
Gers is higher than the other change your way of sit- 
ting at your desk. This simple exercise will help: 

Extend the arm of the lower shoulder upward, the 
hand grasping the dumbbell. Lower the arm on the 
right side and with this hand support a heavy weight. 

Another simple exercise for this defect is to forcibly 
depress the higher shoulder many times a day. You 
can do this as you are sitting at your work. 

The following exercise is most beneficial to develop 
the bust: Double your fists as tightly as you can, 
bringing them together in front with the arms raised 
so as to be horizontal. While keeping your arms on a 
level with your shoulders slowly separate your fists as 
widely as possible. Do this 100 times every night. Any 
hard pressure tends to flatten the breast, so if you wear 
forms of any kind they should be made as light as 
possible. A framework of whalebone or wire that will 
not press is best.

Take deep inhala- 
tions, with the mouth closed; retain the breath « few 
secouds and exhale through the nostril. Lay your hand

: To Reduce Flesh. 

Too much flesh is anything but symmetrical. It ts 
hard to reduce one’s flesh. Few women are willing te 
deny themselves the rich foods and keep up the exer~ 
cises necessary to doit. For breakfast any fruit except 
peaches or bananas may be eaten without sugar. Weak 
tea with half a lump of sugar and a dash of lemon 
juice should be taken. Rye or whole wheat bread 
toasted, eaten with salt instead of butter, and one soft 
boiled egg with salt is all that should be eaten. 

For luncheon, any vegetable that grows on top of the 
ground, except peas and corn, weak tea with lemon and 
a lean chop or a bit of steak. 

For dinner, lean beef, lamb, or the white meat of 
chicken; any vegetable that grows above ground except 
peas and corn. No sweets, no pastry, no malt liquor; 4 
little sour wine can be drunk at dinner if preferred to 
tea. Milk, butter, oil, nuts, potatoes, chocolate are 
taboo, 

Sleep only seven hours at night. Take no naps dure 
ing the day, and walk at least three miles every twenty- 
four hours. Every morning take at least five minutes 
of deep breathing. 

It is well to have one skilled in physical culture te 
look you over and tell you exactly what you need. Well 
A@irected exercise is the best means for promoting bod 
ily symmetry. 
is very good exercise for giving poise and symmetry 
to the whole body is that of standing erect with the 
chest thrown out, extending the arms horizontally to 
their full extent, and, while holding the arms thus firmly 
in position, twisting the hands upon the wrists. 

Here is an exercise for reducing abdomen and hips 
Ide extended upon the floor, supporting yourself vy 
one hand while the other is placed upon the hip, While 
holding this position raise the body gradually from the 
floor until the whole weight is supported by the hand 
and feet.

Moth- 
ers often make mistakes by giving their chil- 
dren all they ask for. Then when they have” 
to depend on themselves they are lost. I 
always figure before I spend instead of after.

Bibs from Tablecloths.

We live and dress as well as the average, 
yet it costs us much less than it does our 
neighbors.

Raynal who has @ pair of trousers worth

As Paul runs toward you you think the 
woody forest is‘ about to envelop you, for 
Paul's trousers represent a woodland scene 
with fair maids and nymphs disporting 
against a background of trees. 

About fifty years ago the state made « 
present of about eighty rare and beautiful 
Gobelin tapestries to the museum at Pau. _ 

At the time there was a great deal of 
criticism and outcry, since the Parisians 
thought the rare bits of weaving should have 
gone to the Museum du Cluny in Paris. 

But to Pau they went. For years they 
lay rolled up waiting for a suitable time 
to come to hang them properly and to ar- 
pange them as they deserved; and in the 
meantime the original caretaker and direc- 
tor of the museum died and M. Raynal came 
to take his place.

In due course of time he came in his clean- 
ing and inspecting to a rol) of dim and dark- 
ly colored woolen stuffs.

Knows Every Stock Trick of Fakers. 

I've reformed. At 35 I’m starting out to 
seek honest work. Right there I'm handi- 
capped horribly. .I never went to school a 
day in my life, so I haven't an education 
that would fit me to take up a profession or 
trade. I know’ nothing but the gentle art 
of grafting, and I do not understand poli- 
tics. 7 

There isn’t a stock trick ever worked ‘y 
the fakers who have hired me that I can- 
not do. However, before divulging them I 
must qualify. First, then, be it known. I 
was born in Bridgeport, Conn. My heritage 
was the sawdust arena. My father was a 
noted clown with Dan , Rice's aggregation. 
I traveled wtih him from the time I was 


old enough to teddle around the hippodrome\ 


When I was about 10 years old Rice took 
his circus to Europe. Father took me with 
him, for at this time I was « valuable addi- 
tion to his pay check. I féllowed him around 
the runway imitating his antics,’and my 
youthful mimicry brought “salvos of ap- 
plause”’ where father’s efforts went unno- 
ticed. . 

The circus was stranded in Belgium that 


year. Shortly after the “bust” father died. 


1 was left alone in the world without a cent, 
without a friend. Two hypnotists, who had 
witnessed my performance in the ring, took 
a fancy to me. I became their subject and 
for two years traveled over Europe with 
them, being suljected to a fake sleep pro- 
ducing influence two or three times a day. 
Thus it was that the art of hypnosis lost its 
magic for me; and while I do not attempt 
to challenge the’ scientific statement that 
hypnosis may be produced, I will say that 
in the thousands of subjects that have been 
“influenced” by the world famous profess- 
ors for whom I have worked not a single

of any kind. The call of the show business 
was upon me. One day I realized my am- 
bition and found employment selling tickets 
at Huber’s museum, in Fourteenth street. 
‘It was here that I met Santanelli, an alleged 
hypnotist, who later became one of the most 
célebrated exponents of hypnosis. Of him, 
more later.

Public Still Being Trimmed. 

When I worked with hypnotists I was 
what is called a “subject”; with the mind 
readers I have been a sort of private detec- 
tive; with the healers or curealls I have 
been a booster or staller; with the fortune 
tellers, a spotter or detective; and with the 
spiritualists I worked as a rapper. Having 
been thrown in personal contact with the 


notists as it once was. But it still is being 
trimmed good and plenty—to the extent of 
something like $1,000.000 a year—by_ what 
is called “teaching the grand art.” 

In almost every large city in the United 
States there is what is known as a school 
of hypotism. There is, or was, one in Chi- 
cago—the De Lawrence institute. At these 
schools people are taught hypnotism. Once 
a hypnofist you may do aJmost anything you 
like within reason--become a_ millionaire, 
break the- stock market, cast an influence 
over your enemies. All you have to do is 
to take a complete course of eleven lessons. 
This course embraces. hypnotism, persdna! 
magnetism, and mesmerism. 

Enrolled in one of these schools, you are 
supposed to be an abject pupil. Your pro- 


is done. The subject is told to close his 
eyes. Then the professor presses the per- 
ceptive Merve over the eyeball and rubs it, 
saying to the subject, “You can’t open your 
‘eyes.” Natarally the subject won’t open his 
eyes, because if he does he wil! lose the dol- 
lar he is to get from the professor later on. 

When the student tries his power on the 
subject, the subject opens his eyes. The 
professor then says, somewhat impatiently: 
“You haven't done it right. Now, I'll show 
you again how to do it.” When the student 
makes his second effort the subject keeps 
one eye closed, but, for Some reason cr 
other, the other eye opens. The professor 
then puts him through the whole demon- 
stration again. 

This process is practically the same in 
each lesson. At the end of the eleventh les- 
son all the student has to do is to look at 
the subject and command him to do any- 
thing the student wishes done. The sub- 
ject, by this time thoroughly tamed, jumps 
through, rolls over, plays dead, says his 
prayers, eats from his master’s hand. <A 
man will sometimes do a whole lot for a 
dollar. No student is permitted to practice 
on outside subjects before graduating.

Flush Sucker Fails to Pass. 


_ At this period it was up to me to go out 
and ascertain just how much of the world’s 
goods the sucker was possessed of.

This course will cost you only $25, but 
it’s well worth it. With it goes a free copy 
of my $5 book entitled ‘Now to Hypnotize 
on Sight.’ ”’ 

Money at this stage is nothing to the pupil. 
As a P. H. M, he can acquire millions. 
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‘We Have Never Found a Policeman Who Possessed a Subjective 


Mind. 
Without his degree he will be powerless. 
He falls for the post-hypnotic course, gets 
a degree for $25, making $75 in all, and 
becomes a Doctor of Suggestive Therapeu- 
tics.

Number of ‘Students Decreasing. 

Occasionally these “graduates” ‘think 
their degrees entitle them to perform the 
dyties of a doctor of medicine. I recall one 
case of this kind. -A young fellow living in 
Newark, N. J., having taken one of these 
post-hypnotic courses and secured his de- 
gree, hung a shingle over his door: bearing 
the legend M. D. A few days later he was 
called in to attend a woman who had taken 
poison. He didn’t know anything about 
poison antidotes and the woman ‘died. The 


authorities sent him away for a number of 
years. Thousands of pupils were efroiled 
in the old days. Since the federal and lo-al 
authorities have seriously gone into the busi- 
ness of investigating these schools and mail 
courses, however, the namber of students 
has materially decreased. But eyen today 
these fake hypnotists are making good money, 
both on the stage and off, and the man who 
said: something to the effect that a fool is 
born every second and bis average span of 
life is thirty years knew what he was talk- 
ing about. 

In my.next artiele I shall describe some 
of the methods by which these physical mas- 
ters of hypnosis separate a gvllible public 
from its money.

MEXICO GROPING | 
TO BETTER THINGS 


More Revolutions Possible, 
but Good Governnient Must 
Come Be Long. 


PEOPLE ARE ‘AWAKENED. 


Untold Possibilities of Wealth 
and Development Await 


End of Fighting.

MEXICO CITY: July 7.—[(Special. jin this, 
my last letter from Mexico, I want to give 
you some of the undercurrents of public 
opinion which are changing the possibilities 
of this republic. 

The man who thinks that the troubles here 
are only the struggle of the ins and outs is 
mistaken. The people have become aroused 
to the possibilities of liberty, and there is a 
strong hope that the whole social and eco- 
nomic system will be reorganized. Bo far 
the republic still is in the melting pot. It ls 
difficult to discuss parties, for parties are 
only in their formation. 

One reason for this is the long autocratic 
reign of Dias. For more than a generation 
he controlled the country with an tron hand, 
in which was held a two edged sword. Every 
head which rose above the average level was 
cut off, and his enemies were wiped out 
without regard to anything but the success 
of the administration. Diaz often said that 
he believed in much government and but 
little politica, The result was that political 
parties were practically extinguished by his 
long reign. 

Germ of Discontent Planted. 

When Madero became president it was 
with a@ promise of reorganization. He 
preached reform and equal rights to all, and 
he succeeded in planting the germs of dis- 
content among the common people. He 
preached but he did not accomplish, and 
hig non-accomplishment was one of the ele- 
ments that brought his overthrow. 

The new administration of Huerta now is 
preaching and promising, and parties are 
again forming. There may be another 
revolution or so before order is brought 
out of chaos, but there is little doubt but 
that the old Mexico has passed away forever. 
and that a new one will eventually take its 


place. : 

Among the great questions which are 
agitating the country are those which relate 
to the landed estates and their owners. The 
people are beginning to realize that 1,000 
families practically own this mighty terri- 
tery. Mexico is divided inte enormous 
ranches, some of which contain millions of | 


acres and are worth many millions of dollars. | 
These estates have been listed for taxation . 


at small fractions of their value. A property | 


worth $1,000,000 in gold will be assessed at 
$100,000, and one worth $100,000 may be as- | 


pessed at $10,000. For a long time there were | 


no taxes on unemployed tandas, and the great | 
estates still are returned at such a low | 
valuation that their owners pay practically | 
nothing to the government. On the other | 
hand the small holders are taxed to the full. |

Want Communal Lands Back. 
Another movement, which agitated the 
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text of many stump tet is the restora- 
tion of the comzaunal lands to whom they 
formerly belonged. About fifty or sixty 
years ago every town in Mexico had certain 
lands surrounding it which were divided 
among the citizens, and each householder 
had his own little plot, upon which he could 
raise enough corn for his family and where 
he could pasture his cows. 

These blocks of land, with the town in 
the center, were often in the heart of or ad- 
joining a big estate, which had come from 
grants given by the kings of Spain centuries 
ago. The owhers of the estates wanted the 
lands to add to their already large tracts, and 
so during the administration of President 
Juarez they succeeded in abolishing the com- 
munal system and passing a law to divide 
up the lands among the people of the villages. 

These people were mostly peons or Indians, 
so simple that they sold out for practically 
nothing. The owners of the large estate 
were ready to buy from them, and the re- 
sult was that the con’munal lands came into 
the hands of these rich owners living nearby. 


Peons Unable to Buy Land. 

There now are hundreds of such settle 
ments in Mexico, where the surrounding 
lands have been acquired by the rich estate 
owners. Many of them are not used, and 
their owners will neither sell nor rent, In 
this way the residents of the town are com- 
pelied to work for these men in order to live, 
and the great estate owners can fix their 
own rate of wages. There is no chance for 
the peon to get ahead; for he cannot buy 
the land back and the system is such that 
it has meant the enslavement of the people. 

Among .the schemes now proposed in the 
chamber of deputies is to purchase or con- 
demn these tracts and to restore them to 
their former owners. If this is done the 
peons will be largely free of their old masters, 
and they will gradually become more 
civilised. It is found that this has been the 
case with the Indians of the few towns which 
did not give up their communal lands. They 
they are more indupendent and better in 
every way. 

Other movements to improve the condition 
of the Indiang relate to the taking away of 
the power of the jefe politicos, or chief oM- 
cers of the small towns. The most of these 
officials have been appointed through the 
influence of the big estate owners, and they 
have oppressed the people to please the men 
who put them in office. 

According to the laws of Mexico, absolute 

liberty is supposed to exist. It doesnot. The 
local jefe politico has the the right to draft 
men into the army, and in the past the peon 
workmen were given the alternative of en- 
tering military service or sticking to their 
labor upon the estates. If they started to 
leave the jefe politico would draft them into 
the service; and if they were in debt they 
could not leave. - 
“In this way the Indiane were enslaved in 
parts of the country, and they are practically 
slaves in some regions today. Such methods 
were even used in connection with factory 
labor, and some of the cottom mille were run 
in that way

They are more polite and there 
is less talking, whispering, and smoking while 
the debating goes. on. 

The house is much smalier than ours. It 
has only 283 members, the representatives 
being elected for two years, at the rate of 
one member for each 40,000 inhabitants. 

Both senators and deputies receive salaries 
of $3,000 Mexican a year. This is equal to 
$1,500 gold. It is just one-fifth what our 
congressmen get.

Social Evil 
By the Right Rev. David H. Greer 


Episcopal Bishop of New York 


E ARE witnessing in this country at the 
present time, a tremendous awakening of 
conscience in regard to what is known as the 
social evil. All the moral forces of the community 


seem to be concentrated on the problem of how to Bishop David H. Greer 


rid society of an evil which has been endured, all 

too patiently, since the dawn of civilization. The question has been 
put to me, what should be the Church’s contribution to this great 
crusade? What can the Church do to aid in crushing out the social 
evil? 

At the outset let me venture a word of caution. The problem is 
so large, so complex, so interwoven with other problems that it will 
never do to approach it as if it were something to be killed with one 
blow. I wish also to dissent from those who are so absorbed in the 
problem that they can see nothing but evil in society. These people 
have lost their sense of proportion. Without denying that we have 
an appalling amount of evil in the community, we must remember 
that the heart of society is still sound, the mass of men and women 
is still normal, decent and inclined toward good rather than evil. 
The situation, though bad, is far from hopeless. While it is true 
that hospital records have revealed a terrible amount of. suffering 
on the part of innocent women and children, as a result of sexual 
excesses of others, this does not prove that immorality is gaining 
ground.

The German 
dreadnaught fleet, second only to the British, outnumbers. that of the United 
States by nearly two to one. The population of Germany, with a tremendous

Recently the United 
States battleship Geor- 
gia, followed by the 
Nebraska and _ Ver- 
mont, steamed into the 
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harbor of Vera Cruz. The Captain of a Mexican 
gunboat on being asked what he would do in the 
event of hostilities rephed: “The bigger the ship 
the better the target. One shot from my. guns, 
pouf! and the American ships will follow the Maine 
to the bottom.” His reply gave general satisfae- 
tion and confirmed the popular view. “As an ex- 
ample of American boasting,” said another of the 
company, a prominent surgeon in Vera Cruz, “they 
say they load their guns with 1,200 pound shel!s, 
No man could even lift such a shell.” 


HE ships had been expected to land a foree. 

They did not. For weeks they lay half a mile 
or so outside the breakwater, where, as a matter of 
fact, other ships are now lying, until what had been 
a belief became a conviction that the Americans 
were afraid, and their presence a bluff. While 
Americans were stopping bullets in the City of 
Mexico, the bluejackets were forbidden to land, for 
fear of disturbance. And next, while every Ameri- 
ean refugee brought in new tales of murder and 
pillage, and the daily papers heralded the burning , 
of American-owned railroad bridges, came the note 
from Washington declaring the United States would 
not intervene. The Mexicans grew civil. Americans 
had been the only foreigners killed; it was clear 
they were not to be feared, their money was good. 
Considering which, the only point to emphasize is 
this: Should the United States in future under- 
take any military operations against Mexico, that 
country would be stupefied with amazement. 

It. turns out to be the same old story. Every 
peasant in Spain, every caballero in Madrid was 
amazed\that a nation of “shop-keepers and drum- 
mers” whom their néwspapers had described as 
“pigs,” and “without honor,” should prevail at | 
Manila and Santiago. The rule holds good of greater nations than Spain, and 
a fool’s paradise of fancied security has generally preceded a nation’s ruin by 
some power held previously in contempt. The Russians cared little in 1898 for 
{he pretensions of the Japanese, counting confidently on their vast war chest, 
the immense resources of their country with its millions of inhabitants, and an 
available army of more than a million men. Port Arthur, considered by the 
Russians impregnable, stood for centuries of achievement and triumphant 
progress toward an opeh port on the Pacific, with the same hold on the Russian ie 
as the Panama Canal has\now on the American imagination. The Russians, to 
repeat, thought themselves. invincible; and dear to the American heart, in- 
vrained in its very fiber, is the belief, also, that in war the United States would 
prove invincible. 

HICH may. be justified. But it is at least true that those great captains 

who in the past have won vietories cared little for such beliefs; and that 
such of them as chose to put the principles by which they conquered into words, 
are found in astonishing agreement a& to certain principles in war. They have 
insisted on (1) Preparedness at all times for war; (2) Initiative in catching 
your enemy unprepared; (3) Thoroughness in making victory complete. By 
preparedness is meant an army disciplined and drilled, commensurate with the 
wealth of the Country; and not only men and ships, but a sufficiency of ships 
well officered and manned, and, since a battleship can no longer come and go 
at will, like the sailing ships of old, but must reckon the miles she can steam 
by the coal in her bunkers, they would have meam eoaling stations with colhers 
and supply ships, and stations where a fleet can be repaired, 

Considering the army as well as the navy, America is not on an equal footing 
with any first-class power. And the future is not dright in the matter of guar- 
anteeing such military and naval expansion as our growing responsibilities and 
commercial power demand.

The most poignant of all human longings is to be 
admired, and in no other walk of life is the oppor- 
tunity to gratify this ambition so great as behind 
the footlights; for there was never an actor so incom- 
petent that some one would not tell him that he was 
good, and there was never a face so plain that grease- 
‘nt and powder would not soften, or quite efface, 
the blemishes that unkind nature bestowed upon it. 
Where is the man or woman who wishes to appear 
old? Who is there in the wide, wide world who is 
not pleased when some one says: “How young you 
look!” Would you like to start out on a search for 
such a person? I should not; but if 
I were forced to do so, I should take

What a world of happiness that assertion contains!

Are not the wearing of handsome 
and becoming clothes; the applause 
and laughter of the audience; the | 
consciousness that hundreds of eyes 
are concentrated on you; that hun- 
dreds of ears are listening intently 
to hear what you are going to say — 
are not these most joyous sensations? 
Are they not essentially and univer- 
sally human sensations? 

Again, let any person on the 
street, or at any gathering of people, 
say: “There goes an_ actor!” 
Doesn’t every one turn and look at 
the one indicated? Except on Broad- 
way, where actors are as common as 
preachers at Ocean Grove, an actor 
off the stage is always an interesting 
personality. Does any one turn 
around -and look when some one 
points out a lawyer, a doctor, or an 
editor? Is it not pleasing to feel 
that one is singled out as belonging 
to an unusual and much admired 
élass? 

What, then, is the deduction? In 
giving my theory of the fascination 
of the stage, I expect to hear pro- 
tests of, “No!’ “Absurd!” and “Ri- 
diculous!” For my contention is 
that the principal fascination of the 
stage lies in the opportunity to grat- 
ify vanity, and I am an actor.

It may be years before he 
obtains another New York 
engagement; for New York 
engagements, except for the 
elect, are few and hard to 
get. But he is living in the 
present; and the joy of meet- 
ing a friend on the rialto, 
and on being asked: “What 
are you doing in town?” to 
he able to answer: “I am 
playing at the Frolanger 
Theater, compensates for 
seasons of one-night stands. 
He may be playing a part 
that you could not recall, 
after having seen the play; 
but no matter — he is play- 
ing in New York! 

Of course, it may be as- 
sumed that some people go 
on the stage purely as a mat- 
ter of business. Actor’s sal- 
aries seem large, when one fails to consider the short- 
ness of their working season, the expense of living in 
hotels, paying sleeping-car fares, and so forth. But 
to offset the theory that the stage is a business propo- 
sition to a considerable number of persons, we have 
only to look at the recruits that the theater claims 
annually from the ranks of society. Does the wealthy 
society man or woman go inte the profession for busi- 
ness reasons? Assuredly not. There are many of 
this class on the stage whose salaries would not pay 
for their board and clothes. Why, then, do they go? 
The same old thing. Their circle of admirers is too 
small to satisfy their vanity; they are not sufficiently 
in the public eye to gratify their craving for admira- 
tion, and the stage offers them the best field in whieh 
they may be seen and talked about by the greatest 
number of persons. Many women from the social 
world go into the chorus, where the surroundings are 
anything but pleasant, the work very arduous, where 
there is the least possible opportunity for advanee- 
ment, and the pay not worth considering. They go 
for the simple reason that chorus girls are much 
sought after and admired by a large number of men. 


AVE I demonstrated that vanity is the first and 

greatest attraction of the stage? Then, we will 
take up another feature that makes an appeal to a 
good many aspirants. 

A young man, who had but recently adopted the 
stage, was asked why he decided to become an actor. 
“Because it is n’t as hard work as selling shoes,” was 
the reply. 

The late Denman Thompson is reported to have 
said: “All actors are either crazy or lazy.” Whether 
Mr. Thompson excepted himself from the sweeping 
assertion is not chronicled. He was lazy enough to 
play one part for twenty odd years, and crazy enough 
to amass a fortune therefrom. There are doubtless 
many theatrical managers who will agree with Mr. 
Thompson, and an equal number of actors can be 
found who will aver that most theatrical managers 
are mentally unbalanced. It is merely the point of 
view. 

There is no doubt, however, that the apparently 
easv life of the actor is another factor that consti- 
tutes the so-called fascination of the stage. And 
while we hear a great deal about the hard work that 
the actor is called upon to do, there is no denying 
that, with the exeeption of the stock company actor,

But comparatively few actors 
choose this kind of work. They are 
generally forced into it, from one 
cause or another, and usually aban- 
don it whenever the opportunity of- 
fers. Then, again, the ratio of stock 
companies to combination, or travel- 
ing, companies is very small. 


O return, then, to the hard work 

of the actor, as a class. All the 
really hard work comes in the prepa- 
ration to play. To prepare a new play 
for production requires an average of 
four weeks of rehearsal. For one 
that has been acted for one or more 


\seasgons, two weeks are ample. 


Rehearsals of a new play are ardu- 
ous and a great strain on the nerves. 
For the first two weeks, rehearsals 
will last from eleven in the morning 
until four or five in the afternoon. 
Sometimes — not often — during the 


this is over with, the actor's time is 
his own, excepting, of course, the 
time required for the actual per- 
formance. He goes to the theater 
six nights in the week at seven- 
thirty; he is out by eleven-thirty, at 
the latest; and, with the exception 
of two matinee days, when he puts in 
four hours for each performance, he 
has nothing to do but to follow his 
own bent. Four days of four hours 
each, and two days of eight hours, 
comprise his working time for the 
week. In the western cities he puts 
in an extra day’s work, because he 
must play on Sunday; but this is not 
a regular thing, as his stay in the 
west may be comparatively short.

ing session. In isolated cases, with 
big productions, there may be two 
or three dress rehearsals; but in 
ninety per cent of companies there 
is only one. 

Dress rehearsals are trying and 
tiring. They generally last from 
seven at night until seven in the 
morning. The manager is cross; the 
author is peevish, the stage director 
is cranky; the stage hands are 
grouchy; and the actors are tired, 
sleepy, and hungry. Everybody hates 
everybody else before morning. The 
actors swear that no other class of 
people in the world are so hard 
worked; and, in a measure, this is 
true — for the time being. But when 
the dress rehearsals are over, the 
hard work of»the actor is over, 
whether the play be a success or a 
failure. If it is a failure, the reason 
is obvious; if it is a success, this is 
the explanation: 

There may be a few short rehears- 
als for the purpose of making cuts, 
quickening.the action, and a general 
brushing up of the play; but when

home, is a novel and delightful ex- 
perience: and in becoming an actor 
he sees the opportunity for all this.

long” in their profession. To the 
great majority, “next season” is the 
tomorrow that never comes; and so 
they go to their graves, firm in the 
belief that only an unkind Fate has 
cheated them of their due, and pre- 
vented their illumining the stage 
With their unsuspected genius. 


0, there you are! If you wish to be 

admired; if yeu desire an ‘easy 
life; if you want to travel and to see 
the country — go on the Stage. You 
may get the vanity knocked out of 
you by harsh stage managers and un- 
feeling, facetious dramatic critics; 
you may not find the life as sunshiny 
and rosy as it looks; you may gee 
more of the country than you wish, 
and find it less interesting than you 
anticipated. You may discover that 
you have chosen a precarious means 
of livelihood; but you will never lack 
for yariety, and you will not die of 
ennui. You will run against a new 
snag every season, just when you be- 
gin to flatter yourself that you

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prosperity and repose the wealth of 
America has increased; as the crown- 
ing feat of our aspirations since the 
Spanish war and our emergence as a 
world-power, we have built the Pan- 
ama Canal. By an especial appropri- 
ation of March 4, 1911, and another 
of August 24, 1912, we have spent 
$3,000,000 and $2,806,950 respectively 
for fortifying three islands at the Pa- 
cifie entrance of the Canal. The At- 
lantic entrance, one assumes, will also 
be fortified. But to what end? When 
have fortifications availed against a 
sufficient fleet? One’s only. guide is 
what has happened in the past. Forti- 
fications may have a moral effect. But 
the Athenians at Syracuse, Admiral 
Farragut at New Orleans, Admiral 
Dewey at Manila, the Japanese at 
Port Arthur, sailed by supposedly im- 
pregnable fortifications. 


HE United States is now passing 

through what, in certain quarters, 
has been made to appear as a crisis 
in its relations with Japan. This is 
by no means the first time that rela- 
tions between the two countries have 
become strained;*since it can easily 
be recalled that very shortly after the 
Russo-Japanese War the people of 
California became alarmed at the 
prestige of Japan, and at the increas- 
ing immigration, thrift, and business 
methods of the Japanese. There were 
at that time, and there since have 
been interchanges of views between 
the two Governments. Within a year, 
also, the reported acquisition by a 
Japanese corporation of fishing-rights 
and a station at Magdalena Bay led 
to an explicit disclaimer by the Japan- 
ese government of any interest in or 
knowledge of the negotiations, though 
the negotiations brought about the 
following more precise definition of 
the Monroe Doctrine by the United 
State Senate: | 

“Resolved, That when any harbor 
or other place in the American conti- 
nents is so situated that the occupa- 
tion thereof for naval or military pur- 
poses might threaten the communi- 
cations or safety of the United States, 
the Government of the United States 
could not see, without grave concern, 
the possession of such harbor or other 
place by any corporation or associa- 
tion which has such a relation to an- 
other Government, not American, as 
to give that Government practical 
power of control for naval or military 
purposes.” 

Yet what are now discovered to be 
the facts? Far from contemplating 
any extensive colonization in Amer- 
ica, or in this hemisphere, the Jap- 
anese Government is making: every 
effort to withdraw its colonies wher- 
ever practicable and to concentrate 
them in Southern’ Manchuria. This 
policy is a measure of self-preserva- 
tion; since a similar policy guides 
Russia in the North. On every pre- 
text Russian soldiers with their fam- 
ilies are shipped to Manchuria as 
colonists, it is even said that every 
porter and guard on the Trans-Siber- 
ian railway is a member of the Rus- 
sian reserves. As concerns the navy, 
despite the fact that the one-ship pol- 
icy of Congress has reduced this coun- 
try to the position of a poor third as 
a naval power,.in a naval conflict 
with Japan we should have little to 
fear, should she fight alone. Our pres- 
ent dreadnought strength is more 
than double that of Japan. Before 
its fleet could sail from Yokohama 
to our coast our fleet could double 
Cape Horn and be there to engage 
them. 

No one would have much respect 
for the man in Congress or out who 
would strive to engender trouble be- 
tween this country and another: but 
he appears respectable beside the man 
of peace at any price. When we re- 
gard the English, who of all peoples 
have shown themselves the wisest 
colonists, and speculate as to what 
racial quality it is by which-they so 


successfully govern, their chief char- 
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acteristic seems finally to be a con- 
stancy of purpose and policy, which, 
if occasionally defiant of other people, 
is none the less constancy. No irre- 
sponsible nation may repudiate an 
English debt, or kill a British subject, 
without knowing what it may expect 
and will inevitably get. But regard- 
ing our own government, and what 
has been passing for a foreign policy, 
it seems as if the exact reverse were 
true. It seems as if indifference to 
what has been already done, irresolu- 
tion as to what shall be done next, 
improvising a policy as occasion 
arises, with no more settled purpose 
than a supreme desire at all times to 
avoid the toils and snares of respon- 
sibility abroad, were characteristic of 
ourselves. To the south of us are a 
baker’s dozen of tumultuous and un- 
stable republics, upon whom a firm, 
consistent policy could alone enforce 
respect. But what has been done? 


X-SHECRETARY ROOT employed 
toward South America a policy of 

reconciliation with his pacific jour- 
ney among them, his Bureau of South 
American Republics, and all the rest 
of it. Secretary Knox followed with 
quite a different policy; to let well 
cnough alone, providing, only, that 
South American peoples should pay 
their debts. Yet even this seems now 
too drastic for the State Department, 
Which announces that the collection 
of debt shall be no longer cause for 
intervention. Could a peace-at-any- 
price policy go further? On the very 
day, as it happened, that the Secre- 
tary of State expressed his happy 
wish “to launch the battleship 
Friendship and the cruiser F'ellow- 
ship as our only navy,” (vide press 
dispatches of May 15) the English 
gunboat Aeolus appeared off Guate- 
mala for the collection of debt, which 
was paid within twenty-four hours. 
We should endeavor to free our 
minds of cant. It is good business. 

There is, however, a further result 
from our unstable policy which over- 
shadows every other, namely, that 
among Isthmian and Central Ameri- 
can peoples the United States enjoys 
the unenviable distinction of being, 
as well as the most despised, the 
niost hated nation on earth. I be- 
lieve this to be no exaggeration of 
fact, and a fact the importance of 
which it is hard to exaggerate. In 
the almost daily accounts, for a while, 
of Americans murdered in Mexico 
City and elsewhere throughout Mex- 
ico, and of the expulsion of Ameri- 
cans from the country, one never read 
of the deaths of Germans or English, 
or of similar methods employed 
against them. Alone among the 
navies of the world, by direct order 
from Washington, American blue- 
jackets are not allowed liberty in 
Cuban or Caribbean ports for fear 
of trouble, as indeed the toll of sail- 
ors and marines killed there is heavy 
enough, with no indemnity exacted 
or received. Only the other day two 
chief petty officers of the navy, ashore 
in the line of duty, were set upon in 
a populous thoroughfare of Guaymas, 
and left dead in their tracks, shot by 
a Mexican Government police official. 
Who remembers the incident? It 
seems hardly credible, but it is a 
fact that one can hear Americans of 
substance in Cuba, Panama, or Vera 
Cruz assert that they would welcome 
the smashing to pieces of the Monroe 
Doctrine, and the armed interposi- 
tion of any European power. This, 
one admits, is scarcely pleasant read- 
ing, but still another fact must be 
set down.

Paint, grease or other stains can 
be ‘removed from. colored garments 
or from materials the colors of which 
are not fast by the use of chemically 
pure chloroform. Take the garment 
into the open air, and lay it upon a 
flat surface with a piece of clean 
white blotting paper or absorbent 
cloth under the spot. Then pour on 
a few drops of the chloroform, and 
press through the stain. Do not rub 
hard, and be sure the chloroform is 
chemically pure. The spot will come 
out readily, and without injury to 
fabric or color. This treatment has 
proved efficacious where gasoline, 
benzine, naptha and other cleaners 
have entirely failed.—L. B. T., East 
Orange, N. J. 


If on wash day, the housewife will 
fasten her hosiery to the line with 
the clothes pins in the open end of 
the sock or stocking instead of the 
toe end, her subsequent darning task 
will not be quite so heavy; for the 
toe end will be spared the extra wear 
and tear caused by the tight squeez- 
ing between the pin and the rough, 
unyielding rope. I have learned this 
by experience.—A. I. F., San Fran- 
cisco.

Prepared polishing cloths for silver 
simplify the weekly cleaning, and 
may be made at home. Dissolve half 
a cupful of shaved white soap in a 
cupful of hot water; when cold, stir 
into it three heaping tablespoonfuls 
of powdered whiting and a few drops 
of. ammonia; blend into a smooth 
jelly. Have ready suitable pieces of 
old, soft flannel or table linen, lay 
these in the jelly and allow them to 
absorb as much as possible; squeeze 
slightly, just so that they do not drip, 
and let dry. A quick rub with one 
of these cloths will remove all tar- 
nish from silver, and there will be 
none of the dirt that usually accom- 
panies the use of powders.—M. E. 8S.
